SERIOUSLY BURNED 


C. H. Turney Meets With a 


£ry Bad Accident 
'Jhis Forenoon- 


SCORCHED WITH RED HOT SAND 


He Knocked Down a Support at the 


Braytonv.lle Brick Yard and Fell 


at the Kilns. 
Taken to The 


Hospital. 
Dr. Dewey 


i Called. 


C. H. Turney was very painfully burned 


this forenoon at*the North Adams Brick 
Co.'s yards at Braytonville. 


Mr. Tnrney is the lessee of the brick 


yards and was around inspecting the 
place. He was examining what is known 
to brick burners as a "sand wall" wheft 
the accident occnred. Th* wall ww 
against the kiln and had asfaell of "green1:1 
brick. It was propped here and there 
and Mr. Turney, during bis examination, 
pulled one of the props away and part of 
the wall corner tumbling down. Mr* 
Turney fell into the red hot sand, made 
red hot from the heat of the brickkiln, 
and his face, breast and hands were badly 
scorched. He was removed to the hos- 
pital and Dr. Dewey was called to attend 
him. 


When Hr. Turney was removei to the 


hospital. Dr, Dewey found that he was 
quite badly burned. He is burned from 
the feet to above the hips and hlsarma, 
chest and head are burned too. The epi 
dermis hung in large patches from his 
legs and peeled off the palms of his hands. 
Ncne of the burns are deep. The oaie 
may result seriously, but it is hoped to be 
able to avoid serious results.

Washington, June J9.—The wnate 


nrnde good progress on the tariff bill yea- 
terday, disposing of the paragraphs re- 
lating to hides, which have been the 
source of much controversy. AB finally 
agreed on the duty on hides Is placed at 
20 per cent ad valorem in place of 
cents per pound, as originally reported 
by the finance committee. 


The discussion was protracted, drift- 


ing loto a, general debate on trusts, and 
from that back to the sugar trust. 


Mr. Smith of New Jersey spoke at 


length against the duty on hides, while 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska supported the 
duty. The new paragraph was agreed 
(to—39 to 20—one Democrat, Rawlins of 
Utah, and sevtra! Populists and silver 
Republicans voting with the Republi- 
cans in the affirmative. 
J The incidental debate on trusts led to 
severe arraignment ot the Sugar trust 
by Messrs. Caffery and Lindsay, and a 
ge. ieral discussion of means to deal with 
trusts by Mr. Hoar. Among other para- 
graphs disposed of during the day were 
all those rflatlng to gloves, a substitute 
for the paragraph on live animals, Iron 
ore and stain-ed glass windows. 


Mr. Smith's references to trusts led 


! Mr. Stewart of Nevada ti follow with 
1 an extended arraignment of the money 


trust, which, he asserted, was the worst 
of all trusts. 


Mr. Stewart argued also that If there 


was to be a protective tariff bill all sec- 
tions should share in the advantages it 
gave. 


Mr. Allen of Nebraska sa)d that while 


tiot an advocate of a general protective 
system, yet he concurred with the view 
that if there was to be such a Bill every 
section should share in the benefits It 
gave. He favored a duty on hides. The 
discussion branched off to the prosecu- 
tion of trusts, Messrs. Allen and Hoar 
debating the law. Mr. Hoar said that 
he thought It likely an ampndment re- 
lating to trusts would be offered in con- 
nection with the present bill tending: to 
perfect the provisions on that subject In 
the tariff bill of 1894, and declaring that 
such provisions are not repealed by this 
bill. Such an amendment had been pre- 
pared by Mr. Pettuu of Alabama, and 
Mr. Hoar said he expected to vote for it 
when It came \ip. 


Mr. Hoar said that while the question 


of trusts could be dealt with to some ex-! 
tent by striking at their imports, as In! 
the law of ISM, yet he feared that the 
most serious phases of the evil must be! 
dealt \\ith by the states. He explained 
the technical legal meaning of the word 
"Trust," and showed the difficulties in 
making the Sugar trust and Standard 
OH trust amenable to federal law. He 
regarded these monopolies as a menace 
to the republic, and was hopeful that 
some means might be found to check 
them, yet he could not say how they could 
be hit 
The state could 
limit their 


amount of capital, which would be one 
effective means of dealing w ith them. 


Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky said that In 


the case of a confessed monopoly, such 
as the Sugar trust, one effective meana 
of dealing with it would be to extend It 
no further benefits from tariff legisla- 
tion. 


Mr. Hoar replied that the answer to 


this was that the policy seemed to he 
established that revenue was to be raised 
on renned sugar, and it was further de-. 
sired that the business of refining suprar j 
shall be done In this country rather than ' 
all road 


A great foreign government was about 


the biggest trust that could menace the 
trade of the United States, Mr Hoar as- 
serted. He hoped that some pffectl\e 
remedy \vould be found Instead of go!" - 
on Ihe theory that because a Jackal or fox 
preys on,our commerce It should he given 
over to a foreign wolf or lion. 


Mr. Caffiery of Louisiana argued that 


the Sugar trust was within the operation 
of the anti-trust law, and he felt that it 
was time the attention of the attorney 
general and the United States district at- 
torney« was called to thf> frequent and 
flagrant violations of the law by the 
Sugar trust. 


Mr Allen declared that the country 


was "rotten with trusts." every article 
the people ate and wore and used being 
controlled by trusts, while congress, the 
Judiciary and the executive authorities 
were powerless to act, according to those 
who argued that the federal laws could 
rot reach the trusts. He maintained 
that the laws were sufficient If energeti- 
cally enforced, but that the authorities 
had not executed them with zeal.

Though it is no uncomi lov thing for a 
heated term to sweep o1!* a thousand or 
more people without ci eating any con- 
siderable alum, yet If y now fever, small- 
pox or any other plaga' should visit us 
and carry off an equal E umber of citizens, 
there would be great enritement, which 
would forthwith lesd to a panic. General 
Greely shows that in tfc B heated term of 
last yeftr more tnau a thousand people 
died In the United State f (rom the eSects 
of the heat, to say noth.agof the thous- 
ands who suffered from prostration and 
who will forever be 'aore sensitive to 
heat as a direct result o" their experience 
then. 


During August last yc &r In Ohicago the 


ordinary death roll was greatly increased, 
there being 125 deaths reported from heat 
in one day. In New Yorte there were 331 
deaths, ID Philadelphia 30, In Baltimore 
25, and In Washington 14. In St. Louis 
there were 200 prostrat ons m one day, 40 
being fatal.

That patience has at last ceased to be a 


virtue with the Cuban insurgents was re- 
cently shown by the action of the patriot 
commander, Gen. Ghucho Monteagudo, 
In summarily executing thirty-six Spanish 
prisoners who had been captured In bat- 
tle by the troops under his command. 
Heretofore it has been the plan of the 
rebels to treat prisoners of war with kind- 
ness notwithstanding the policy of den, 
Weylerof butchering every unfortunate 
who fell into his hands, not even except- 
ing wounded men and non-combatante, 
including women and children. That from 
now on new horror will be added to the 
already harrowing Cuban situation seems 
settled beyond reasonable doubt. 


Ja pan's protest against the annexation 


of the Hawaiian Wands by the United 
Slates is based upon the assumption that 
the laws of the United States would ex- 
clude from citizenship the people of Jap- 
anese blooc1 now residents of those isl- 
ands.

Then the re 
cords can be compared, and it will be in 
teresting to note the result. An expert 
ment of this kind has its difficulties, as 
will be discovered, but it is exceedingly 
diverting. Afterwards perhaps the exact 
number may be learned through the 
Fitchburg company, m which e\ent a 
comparison with the counts made will 
;ratify a lively feeling of curiosity,"

A pitiable sight was witnessed on Mur- 


ray street, Adams, Monday afternoon 
when Town Almomer Tiftney called at 
the home of Mrs. Jane Fenton to take 
Mrs. Fenton, her daughter, 19 yaara old 
and her little three-year-old baby to the 
own farm. The family came to this town 
aboat nine months ago. There were Mr. 
and Mrs. Fenton, two daughters about 20 
years of age and a little baby. 


Soon after their arrival Mrs. Fenton be- 


came sink and has been an invalid ever 
since, suffering from internal oanoer. Mr. 
Fenton and the oldest girl worked in the 
mill while the younger remained at home 
to care for her mother and keep house. 
A number of local and out of town doc- 
tors were called but all said the woman 
must die. Last week the husband left his 
work and began drinking. He refused to 
pay his rent which had run behind and 
when he was threatened with a law suit, 
he skipped out of town. Thus the 
mother and two of her daughters were 
left J alone, the other daughter having 
also left the house. 


Aa a result the town almoner was noti- 


fied and an effort was made to have the 
woman taken to the North Adams hospi- 
tal. When it was found there was no 
room for her there the only course re- 
maining was to take her to the(town farm. 
Monday afternoon everything was made 
ready for the removal. An ambulance 
was brought and the sick woman was car- 
ried from the house on a little cot bed 
and placed in it. 
Her 19-years-eld 


daughter and the little baby sat on the 
seat with the driver and the ambulance 
was driven to the farm followed/by a mar- 
ket wagon in which were a cradle, a bee 
and a few quilts. Many of the neighbors 
on the street, who had been kind to the 
woman, witnessed the procession move 
away. There was many a tear-dimmed 
eye and several remarked that it seemed 
worse than a Jnneral.
